A Proclamation to redreſſe the miſ-imploymentof Lands, 
Goods, and other things giuen for Charitable vſes. 


Hereas Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, goods, 


Chattels, Money, and other things haue bene heretofoze giuen,linntted, 
appointed and aſligned, alwell by his Maieſties moſt noble Pꝛogemtoꝛs, 
as by ſund2y other well diſpoſed perſons ; Some fo2reliefe of aged, im 
potent, and pooze people, ſome fo2 maintenante of icke and mapmed 
Souldiers and Mariners, Schooles of learmng, free Schooles, and 
Schollers m Unuerſitics; Some fo2 repaire of Budges, Pozts, 1a- 
ueus, Cauſe wayes, Churches, Scabarks, and High wayes Some loꝛ 
e duration and pꝛekerment of Ozphancs; Some fo2 o2towards relieſe, Locke, oꝛ maintenance fo2 
tonſes of Correction, Same kozmarriages ofpooꝛe Mapdes Donic {oz lupportation, apde, and 
helpt 3; aundteralto men, and perlons Decaped; And others for relieke, 02 rc⸗ 
dente INDO DONS, o: Caguues, aud ade oꝛcaſe of any pooꝛe Inhabitants, concerning pap⸗ 
nent of Fikeceugs, ſetting ont of Sau.dters endother Tares: Which Lands, Tencments, De⸗ 
rebtaments, 50935, Cizaitcls, 0)3nep, and other things neuertheleſſe haue not bene imploped 
ctoꝛding tothe charitable intent of the mers and Founders thereok, by reaſon of frauds, bꝛeaches 
Olruſt, and negligentes inthole, that ſhould pay, deliner, and emplop the ſame. Foz redꝛeſſe 
313 recdematton whertok, remedy and reticle haue bene pꝛouded in aud by one Act of Parliament, 
made e inthe eg and kourtieth peere of the raione of the late Qucenc of famous memozp, 1 a bech 
tate Qucenc ok England. By the due execution of which Act, in diners and many parts ot this 
Nealme, 01053 $30T hathened, by the diligence and traueile of dꝛuers of our charitable and well 
altetted Subtetes, bpreſtozung, and true emplopingok dmers and many of the ſaide Gifts and En- 
dowments acco: ding tothe true Inſtitu ton, Ozdmante, and Jutention of the Founders and Oo- 
noꝛs in that behalle: And much moꝛe good his Maieſtie dayly expetteth ſhould be done in fo Relig 
ous a calc ,actry table to God and all good men. 

And whereas fact as haue the tare, charge and gouernement ofthe Colledges, Halles, and hou⸗ 
les of learning within either of the Umuerſities of Cambudge o: Oxkoꝛd, oꝛ ofthe Colleges of Weſt⸗ 
minſter, Caton, 02 Wincheſter , oꝛ of any Cathedꝛall oꝛ Collegiate Church, were pꝛeſumed by the 
takers of the laid Att, in relpect of their Pꝛokeſſions and Offices which ought to put them in con⸗ 
tinuall memouc ot their duties) to neede no Law to enfozee them to the perfoꝛmance of ſo tuſt and 
charitable a woꝛke, And therefoꝛe did by ſpectall Pꝛouiſo except and exempt them out of the ſaide 
Atte: His moſt excellent Maieſtie, in his godly meditations, calling to his bleſſed remembzance, 
how good and neteſſarie it is, That the deuout, godly, and charitable intents of the ſaid Founders 
and Giuers ſhould be exactly and duely perfozmed, Andnothing doubting, but that the ſaide per⸗ 
ſous, bodies Politique and Cozpozate fo excepted, will aſwell in diſcharge of their owne conſcien- 
ces (albeit they be not bound by the laide Acte ) as foꝛ example to all others (that may bee enfoꝛted 


thereby) will ſpeedily, Chꝛiſtianly, and exactly perkourme their laid dutie: Yet leſt that any in ſo 


great a number ſhould bee found eyther ſo remiſſe , as to neglett theſpeedie. opment of tf 
ſame, oꝛ ſo vncharitable and vnconſcionable, as in any ſ6{f, by fraude oꝛ deuites to ſeeke to per⸗ 
uert oꝛ ouerthꝛow the true inſtitution # meaning of the ſaid Founders oz Giuers His moſt ercel- 
lent Maieſtie, in His Pzincely & Royall care, That the ſaid good and godly vſes + intents may be 
duely # ſpeedily emploped, as is aboueſaid , And that no perſon oꝛ perſons, bodies Politique 02 Coz- 
pozate (pꝛeſuming to paſſe away withimpunity)neglect,o2 not perfoꝛme their duties in that behalfe, 
Doeth (by Aduile of his Pzime Councell) ſtraightly charge and commaund aſwell all and ſinguler 
perſon and perſons, bodies Politique, and Cozpozate within either ofthe ſaid Umuerlities of Cam⸗

Church afozelaid, as all other perſon and perſons, bodies Politique and Coꝛpoꝛate whatſocuer ha- 
uing any Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, Pꝛoffits, Goods,Chattels, Sumnics of money, 02 0- 
ther things mentioned to be giuen, limited, aſſigned oꝛ appointed to oꝛ foꝛ any of the good and chart 
table vſes aboue ſaid, That they and cuery of them doe well and faithfully imploy the ſaid Lands, 
Lenements,Hereditaments,Goods,Chattcls,Summesof money oz other things, accoꝛding to the 
true meaning,ozdinance, and inſtitution of the Founders, oꝛ Giuers of the ſame, vpon paine of his 
Maieſties high diſpleaſure, and of ſuch penalties and puniſhments, as they ſhall iuſtly deſerue fo 
tontemning of his Royall tommaundement, ina cauſe ſo iuſt and neceſſary tobe perfozmed, and 
fo: their demerits in that behalfe, 

And albeit his Maieſtie knoweth, that foꝛ and concerning ſuch perſon and perſons, bodies polt- 
tique and Cozpozate as be exempted out of the ſatd Act, ſuch ſufficient remedie and refoꝛmation by 
viſitations, and other lawfull meanes may be had in the caſes aboue ſaid : Het foꝛaſmuch as theſe 
pꝛoteedings will require time, and dꝛaw the parties exempted out of the ſaid Act, from their ſtudies, 
and exerciſes ot learning, and put them to no ſmall charge; His moſt excellent Maieſtie, hath foz 
their caſe and p2ofit taken this moze ſpeedy tourſe, by theſe pꝛeſents in manner and foꝛme aboueſaid 
Giuing all and ſinguler the perſon and perſons, bodies Politique and Coꝛpoꝛate aboueſaid aſſured- 
ly to know, That wholocuer ſhall violate, oz not perfoꝛme his Maieſties Royall commaundes- 
ment hereby publiſhed,that he, oz they, oꝛ any of them ſhall not hope to paſſe away with impumty, 
but ſhall vndergoe ſuch paines, penalties, and puniſhments, as by the ſeueritp of the Lawesof 

this Realme,may be inflicted and impoſed vpon ſo grieuous and vncharitable offendours.
